SWIMMER DROWNS 


IN PIEDMONT LAKE 


F. A. Cadieux, 47-Year- 
Old Machinist, Sinks in 
Center of Pool—Body Is 
Recovered. 


F. A. Cadieux, 47, a machinist, of 
398 Fourteenth street, N. W., was 
drowned in the Piedmont park: lake 
shortly before 4 o’clock Thursday aft- 
ernoon when he sank while swimming 
near the center of the lake in about 
25 feet of water.

Russians 


‘All Manchuria Under 
_ Arms as 40,000 Russians 
Are Mobilized — Soviets 
Suffer Defeat. 


BY RANDALL GOULD, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
Shanghai, August 22.—Chinese aun- 

thorities moved tonight to prepare the 
entire strength of Manchuria against 
military invasion which officials as- 
sert is threatened by soviet Russia. 

Mobilization of the entire reserve 
Torces of the three northeastern prov- 
inces—Heilungkiang, Kirin and Feng- 
tien—was ordered by Chang Hsueh- 
liang, the youthful war lord of Man- 
churia and son of the late Chang Tso- 
lin, 

It was estimated that the reserve 
troops of the provinces will total 120,- 
000 men. 

Official advices received at Pic sing 
said that 50,000 Manchurian troops 
moved northward from Mudken to- 
wards the border this morning. The 
troop trains went by way of Taonan- 
fu, which is to the east of Harbin. 
The Taonanfu railroad line connects 
with the Chinese Kastern railroad at 
Tsitsihar. 

Troops Are Moved, 

Simultaneously, troops moved from 
Kirin province via Changchun. It was 
believed most of the troop movements 
to*the border would be towards the 
west, where fighting has © +n in 
progress near Manchuli. Seme of the 


farces, however, will go eastward to 
the: Pogranichgaya . area. 

Coincident with the troop move- 
ments, Chinese intelligence agents re- 
ported concentration of soviet troops 
near the border. They said soviet 
forces number between 30,000 and 
40,000, 

Both Russians and Chinese ap- 
peared to be concentrating their larg- 
est forces near Manchuli, according 
to reliable sources at Peiping. 

The movement of troops to the 
north follows five days in which bor- 
der clashes have grown steadily more 
serious, The last clash officially re- 
ported through Chinese s.urces said 
Russian armored cars and tanks ap- 
peared in the Manchuli region to aid 
troops attempting to cross the border. 
Fighting was severe. 

Soviet Troops Repulsed. 

The Cninese reports so far have 
said ~ the soviet troops were re- 
i pulsed in virtua” every instance. 
+ Many cobeaition have been reported. 

Chinese authorities have ordered 
| their troops to take only self-defensive 
measures, but to resist strongly any 
invasion of Manchurian territory. 

There was no indication tonight 
that any further move has been made 
to break the deadlock which is pre- 
venting even the start of negotiations 
for settlement of the dispute over Chi- 
nese expulsion of soviet officials of 
the Chinese Eastern railroau.

The duel had all the characteristics 
of the old frontier gun battle with a 
sizeable gathering drawn by the im- 
pending tragedy, but unable to pre- 
vent it. 

According to eyewitnesses, Brown 
fired first, the load of slugs striking 
Huddleston, who was seated in front 
of the largest store in the town, in 
the stomach. Huddleston, mortally 
wounded, shot from his lap, the full 
charge taking effect in Brown’s chest. 

The duel was the culmination of 
months of enmity between the two 
men. Brown, who is married and the 
father of eight children, had paid 
marked attention to Mrs; Alma Kil- 
gore, divoreed daughter of Huddleston, 
and had just finished serving a sen- 
tence of three months on the county 
chaingang for taking a tour to Ala- 
bama with the daughter. He had been 
warned by Huddleston to desist in his 
attentions, but had repeated the of- 
fense and had returned to Clover only 
yesterday from a second tour, either 
to Alabama or North Carolina. No 
one seemed to know where the pair 
had gone. 

When Huddleston again warned 


Brown, the latter sent the father of 
his inamorata a challenge to meet 
him at the store this afternoon.

Difficult Conditions. 


An earthquake formation with thou- 
sands of submerged stumps, result of 
a decaying forest, this lake appeared 
to offer the most difficult conditions 
possible for the experiment. It was 
a proven prolific malaria-breeder. Its 
surface was so covered with moss, 
duckweed, lilies and sawgrass that 
areas looked “‘like a well-kept lawn.” 

The first experiments with an air- 
propelled boat on the vegetation-cov- 
ered water proved unfeasible because 
of operating expense. The health serv- 
ice experts then staked the lake into 
30-foot and 100-foot squares, cutting 
paths through the water vegetation to 
enable an outboard motorboat to pro- 
ceed under its own power. 

To make doubly sure of their results 
they let down six-inch wooden cages 
loaded with mosquito larva, as well 
as dusting those native to the place, 
and swimming free. When the sci- 
entists had dusted they counted their 
dead. At a total cost of 10 1-2 cents 


to 15 cents an acre they made a 100 
per cent killing of all mosquitos with-

Washington, August 22.—(/)—The 
federal farm board considered meth- 
ods today by which a loan will be 
made to cotton co-operatives, inquired 
further into the Florida citrus ffuit 
situation and arranged to send some 
of its members to Chicago Monday 
to help organize the Farmers Nation- 
al Grain Corporation. 

In preparation for making a large 
Joan to cotton marketing agencies, 
the board held a joint meeting with 
the federal farm loan board and the 
presidenta of the intermediate cre«it 
banks, These institutions will ad- 
vance co-operatives 65 per cent of 
this year's cotton crop, the board wil! 
loan an additional 25 per cent and the 
co-operatives themselves will make up 
the remaining 10 per cent so as to 
give growers the full amount of the 
crop value when in need of the funds. 

The meeting was the first of a se- 
ries to be held with these officials, 
Pending a final decision, board mem- 
bers declined to comment on the na- 
ture of the details which they are 
attempting to perfect. 

Receives Fletcher Petition. 

Earlier in the day the board re- 
ceived a petition from Senator Flietch- 
er, of Florida, for an investigation 
of the manner in which the Florida 
citrus growers could be organized to 
make them eligible for loans. The 
board already has given the Plorida 
growers to understand that financial 
nid will be forthcoming as soon as 
a greater unity Is reached among the 
co-operatives handling the citrus 
producta,

school and $60,000 for the fifth dis- 
trict school. The measure providing 
for distribution of hog cholera serum, 
sponsored by Representative Stewart, 
Atkinson, was passed by 123 to 45, 
and sent to the senate at once so 
that it might be referred to commit- 
tee before adjournment Thursday. 


Senate Lezgislation. 


Senate legislation adopted by the 
house included bills to change the 
name of the South Georgia A. & M. 
college at Tifton to the Georgia State 
College for Men; to confer the right 
of eminent domain on natural and 
artificial gas companies, and to pro- 
vide that proof of injury to persons 
by locomotves or trains shall be prima 
facie evidence of negligence in their 
operation. The latter measure was 
amended in the house so that its pro- 
visions would apply also to motor 
busses used for hire.

the slaying of Rex C. Wright, Mont- 
gomery plainclothes officer. 

Wright was shot to death when he 
and Patrolman William W. Smith en- 
countered Choate in front of his resi- 
dence near the business district short- 
ly before dawn today. Smith was 
struck two blows over the head with 
n heavy automobile tool and was in 
a critical condition. 

Relatives said Choate had been men- 
tally deranged since suffering a nerv- 
ous breakdown while a student at 
Georgia Tech six years ago. 

Choate surrendered to officers at 
the scene of the attack with the state- 
ment that “I did it all.” They found 
him endeavoring to lift the limp form 
of Wright into an automobile and 
Smith lying nearby in a dazed con- 
dition. 

From incoherent’ statements 
Smith and a rambling account of the 
attack by Choate, the latter apparent- 
ly set upon the officers in the be- 
lief that they intended to steal his 
sister's automobile, as they left their 
own machine after parking it near- 
by. Wright was shot with Smith's 
gun, police said their investigation 
led them to believe, after Choate had 
felled both officers with blows over 
the head from the instrument. Two 
chambers of Smith’s pistol, found 
near him, were empty, they said, while 
Wright's revolver, which was taken 
from Choate, had not been discharged. 
One bullet was found imbedded in 
the officer's car. 

Choate’s father, Charles E. Choate. 
an architect, was arrested as @ sus- 
pect, but later released. He said his 
son had been mentally afflicted for 
several years and that he had been 
confined twice in the Georgia hospital 
for insane at Milledgeville since his 
collapse at the Atlanta school. 

Wright leaves a widow and three 
children, 

Young Choate was a _ student at 
Georgia Tech during the school year 
of 1921-22, it was learned from school 
records. He did not return the fol- 
lowing year because of ill health. At 
the time of his matriculation Choate's 
father lived here on the Prado, but 
soon after removed to Florida.

Individual refrigeretors do not use 
methyl chloride, the announcement 
continued, while a large majority of 
the “electric” refrigerators used sul- 
phur dioxide. Gas fired refrigerators 
employ ammonia. 

“The high volatility of all practi- 
cable refrigerants,” the statement add- 
ed, “make it quite improbable that 
enough of these substances could be 
retained in food stored in refrigera- 
tors to be harmful.”

new high territory, but the volume of 
sales for the day fell off to 3,436,200 
shares. 

Forecasts of a sharp upturn in 
loans were amply borne out by the 
weekly federal reserve figures, pub- 
lished after the close, showing a jump 
of $133,000,000, which cancelled last 
week's decline of $6_,000,000 and car- 
rying the total to a new high record 
of $6,085,000,000, as contrasted 
$4,201,000,000 a year ago. Wall 
Street was inclined to attribute much 
of this increase to the maturing in 
rights to additional issues of stock, 
totalling nearly $200,000,000, during 
the past week, rather than stock mar- 
ket activity. as the advance in prices 
has been by no means uniform. 

The Joan figures appeared to lend 
substance to theories that the recent 
ease in call money has been due_ to 
temporary employment of funds paid 
into recently formed investment 
trusts, and of commercial funds ac- 
cumulating in New York preparatory 
to fall trade. The increase in loans 
was entirely accounted for by non- 
bank funds, the account “for others” 
increasing $194,000,900, while loans 
for New York and out-of-town de- 
creased more than $60,000,000. 

The federal reserve condition state- 
ments disclosed a contraction of the 
federal reserve credit outstanding 
while purchases of acceptances in the 
open market were continued, only 
about $14,000,000 was added to the 
system's portfolio. while government 
securities declined nearly $6,000,000, 
and rediscounting about $41,000,000.

away with them. They were going to 
rebuild the world at once with alum- 
inum. When the metal was first pro- 
duced commercially its producers, with 
this dream, had only to sell it, but 
unbelievable as it may seem at this 
day they discovered there was no 
market for their product. 

However, the steel industry soon be- 
gan ordering a modest amount of the 
new metal, then the cooking utensil 
manufacturers came in, followed by 
novelty uses of the metal. These uses, 
however, do not suffice to support in- 
dustrial establishments with a value 
running weil into millions of dollars. 
The commercial beginning of alum- 
inum began along the lines of alum- 
inum wire. Gradually more stable uses 
were evolved, such as use in bicycles, 
transmission of power and finally in 
the automobile industry. 

Aluminum is produced from the ore 
by an electrical reduction precess, and 
cheap power is a necessity. As a result 
of this need for electric power it takes 
nearly three years from the time it is 
decided materially to inerease alum- 
inum output before the new metal ac- 
tually begins to come through. The 
biggest lesson Jearned by the industry 
has been that aluminum is not a com- 
petitor with other metals, but rather a 
competitor with elemental physical 
forces such as gravity, inertia, corro- 
sion, electrical resistence and heat ab- 
sorption, and research has been along 
lines to compete with forces such as 
these in developing new uses for 
aluminum. 

From the standpoint of volume the 
biggest fields served by aluminum at 
present are the transportation indus- 
try, household uses and the transmis- 
sion of power and communication. Just 
over the threshold lies the adoption
